The Auditors recommend that $3000 00 of the money in the 
hands of the ‘Treasurer, be paid into the ‘Trust Fund.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned, Superintending School Committee of the 
Town of Haverhill, in compliance with the Statutes of the 
State, making it his duty to report at its Annual Meeting, the 
condition of the the schools which have been under his charge 
for the past year, herewith submits the following : 


DIS URICT NO: ::

Prudential Committee, Chas. G. Smith. Three terms of | 
school during the year. All under the management of M. Emma 
Crawford. The condition of this school at commencement of 
the Summer Term was truly lamentable. A majority of the 
parents take no interest whatever in the school, and as a natural 
sequence, the children do likewise. Owing to the lack of in- 
terest upon the part or the parents, the attendance was very irreg- 
ular. Thisis an evil producing an injury upon thescholar. It 
is little, if anv, better than an entire absence. Ithas a tendency 
to exert an influence upon the school more injurious than no 
attendance atal!. No matter how competent, capable, or inter- 
ested the teacher may be, disinterestedress upon the part of the

parents and lack of regularity of attendance upon the part of 
the scholar is, of course, fatal to the absolute success of any school. 
Miss Crawford is an experienced teacher, and, during the Sum- 
mer and Fall Terms, did all that a teacher could do to make the 
scholars interested and the school profitable. Those scholars 
who were present at my last visit, at, or near the close of the 
Summer and Fall Terms, showed commendable progress both 
in recitation and deportment. The Winter Term, everything 
considered, was not what it should have been. The teacher 
became discouraged and indifferent and took little or no inter- 
est in the school. Although one of thel argest schools in Town, 
it closed with an attendance of only eight. “I regard the Win- 
ter Term of this school not a success. Citizens of District No. 
1: Now that you have united with District No 17, for school- 
ing purposes, take more interest in your school, more interest 
in the education of your children, and rest assured that vou will 
have better schools and better children. Register not returned.

Prudential Committee, Hosea B. Cass. Three terms of school 
during the year. Teacher of the Summer Term, Abbie E. 
Kimball. When I first visited thisschool, at the commencement 
of the Summer Term, teacher and scholars appeared quite busy. 
The school was quiet, the exercises systematic. The interest 
manifested by the scholars in their studies was creditable to them. 
and the good order maintained, to the teacher. Energetic and 
determined in the school-room, Miss Kimball labored most ear- 
nestly for the interest of all her pupils, for the best interest of 
the whole school (biased opinions of some parents to the con- 
trary notwithstanding). The appearance of the school at the 
final examination showed that she was a competent, experienced 
and thorough teacher and had fully maintained her reputation 
as such. 
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Teacher of the Fall and Winter Terms, Hattie S. Putnam. 
The Fall Term was Miss Putnam’s first experience in a New 
Hampshire district school. A graduate of the Vermont State 
Normal School, a teacher of experience in Vermont, I was 
rather surprised, upon visiting the school, to find that she lacked 
the one essential requisite of a successful teacher of a common 
district school, to wit: order. Although the scholars passed a 
creditable examination, yet, owing to the lack of government, I 
do not regard the first term a success. The Winter Term 
showed great improvement in this respect, and at the close of 
the term the order and recitations were satisfactory. I will 
vouch for her success as a teacher, if she will only be more 
strict with the scholars. Register not returned.

Prudential Committee, Dr. H. P. Watson. Three terms of 
school during the year. ‘Teacher of the Summer and Fall 
Terms, Amanda Sawyer. Miss Sawyer is a graduate of our 
State Normal School, and Dr. Watson deserves the thanks of 
the district in securing for them the experienced services of so 
pleasant and valuable a teacher. The record she has already 
made in this Town, as previously reported, cannot be improved 
by anything I might say. I regard Miss Sawyer as the one 
above ali others to. be employed in any school of the size of 
No. 3. With thirty-five scholars and more than that number of 
of classes, it is hard for a teacher to do justice to herself and to 
her scholars. ‘Teacher and scholars did theirbest. The exam- 
inations in Arithmetic and Geography deserve special commen- 
dation. Considering the number of scholars, both terms of 
school were in every respect, as near perfection, as it is possi- 
ble to attain. 

Teacher of Winter Term, Henry F. Sleeper. Under his 
system of government and instruction, all the enthusiasm and 
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earnestness of the Summer and Fall Terms were manifested in 
this, and with the same good results. ‘The scholars in the 
classes examined appeared to thoroughly understand the studies 
they had pursued. This was the largest school in Town, and 
every thing considered, I regard-the school in this district during 
the past year as one of the bestin Town. Schoolstill in session,

Prudential Committee, Harvey J. Wilmot. Twe terms of 
school during the year. Teacher of the Summer Term, Kate 
E. Sutherland. I visited this school near the commencem ent of 
the term, and considered it a backward school. Receiving no 
notice of its closing, either from the Prudential Committee of 
the teacher, I attempted to visit it, but found the school house 
closed and learned that the school had finished. I cannot, there - 
fore, make any statement of its progress. 

Teacher of the Winter Term, Roswell E. Wilmot, A good 
scholar, systematic and thorough in his instruction. Uponmy 
first visit, I found the scholars were making good progress, and 
that the teacher manifested a deep interest in his school. The 
term of school was exceedingly long, and, near the close, a 
little unpleasantness arose between the teacher and some of the 
scholars, and the school closed without any examination, which 
[ consider no fault of the teacher.

Prudential Committee, David S. Hunt. Three terms of school 
during the year, under the continuous charge of Martha L. Kim- 
ball. ‘This was Miss Kimball’s first experience as a teacher, and 
she evidently intended to do something creditable, and she did it. 
(sood scholars, good teacher, good school. The school commenced 
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well, continued well and ended weil. The order was perfect, the 
attention close and the answers prompt and correct. Ail the peo- 
ple of this district with whom I have consulted agree that though 
the teacher was inexperienced, the school under Miss Kimball's 
management lost none of ics former reputation of being one of the 
best schools in Town. Such an opinion is certainly as gr gules to 
any teacher as it is pleasing to the committee.

Prudential Committee, James M. Jeffers. ‘Two terms of school 
during the year. Teacher of the Summer Term, Orinda J. Nelson. 
I regard Miss Nelson as one of the best and most conscientious of

_and hesitating not to meet it. The interest of the scholars in the 
school was manifest, and the teacher thought them worthy of her 
whole attention. The scholars were orderly, dilligent and studious. 
The final examination was interesting and more than satisfactory. 
The reading classes deserve particular mention. They held their 
books properly, gave the page and chapter, subject, and observed 
the pauses. In this school, J listened to the best recitation in Gram- 
mar, without a question or suggestion from either the teacher or my- 
self, I have heard while Committee ; and this too, from one who 
had never before pursued the study.

I spoke to the scholars about their general 
uneasiness, told them that they must avoid all whispering and advis- 
ed the teacher to show more firmness and decision ; after which, the 
order became vastly improved, the teacher’s discipline became 
good and a decided improvement was apparent. Most of the 
scholars made satisfactory advancement, a few did not, but it was 
no fault of the teacher. The order of the Winter Term evinced an 
improvement praiseworthy of the exertions-of the teacher. Out- 
side the school house, this is the most difficult school in town to 
manage. School still in session.

Prudential Committee, Albert Chase. Two terms of 
school during the year. Teacher of the Summer Term, 
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Emma A. Marcy. A good and faithful teacher, and a good 
and orderly school, though small. The school was well taught and 
the scholars were interested in their studies. 

Teacher of the Winter Term, E. Frances Spence. <A thorough 
teacher, she succeeded as well as the condition and fixtures of the 
schcol house would admit. The school was small. The internal 
condition of this school house, to say nothing of its outward appear- 
ance, must necessarily have a tendency to retard the interest of the 
scholars inthe’school. The first time, I visited the Winter Term 
of school, there was no chalk, and nothing that could rightly be 
termed a black-board, although there were several classes in Arith- 
metic. The most important apparatus of a school] room is a good 
black-board ; and no school can be taught, as it ought, without this 
valuable auxiliary. The district stands in need of a new school- 
house, and I much doubt the wisdom and economy of trying to 
repair it, as it will be an old school house then. Miserably arranged 
within, with none of the conveniences that a school house should 
have, its condition to-day is a disgrace to the Town. ‘Tear it down, 
or burn it up and build a neat and convenient house, put up a good 
black-board, and give the children in this district an equal chance 
with the other children in Town. Register not returned.

Prudential Committee, Harrison Carleton. Two terms of school 
during the year. Teacher of the Summer Term, Julia A. 
Carr. An excellent teacher, bright, wide-awake scholars. I 
found some of them alittle uneasy, but the general order 
and instruction good. The examination at the end of the 
term showed that the scholars had greatiy improved in recitations 
and deportment, and that the teacher had required one lesson to 
be thoroughly understood before another was given. The school 
was well taught and the classes in Arithmetic aud Geography appear- 
ed to excellent advantage. 

An experienced teach- 
er, and the school commenced with prospects of doing well. An 
exceedingly long term, and as the school has four weeks longer to

Prudential Committee, John N. Morse. ‘Three terms of 
school during the year. Teacher of Summer Term, Laura K. 
Nelson. ‘This was Miss Nelson’s first attempt at teaching. 
She was favored with the best school room in Town, the 
scholars were small, few in number, keen, quiet, orderly and _ atten- 
tive. I believe, this was the only school in Town where I saw any 
map-drawing on the black-board. The drawings were neat and cor- 
rect, and the classes in Geography were taught successfully. If 
proper attention were given to it, this really very important and use- 
ful branch might be successfully introduced into every school in 
Town. 

Teacher of Fall and Winter Terms, Orinda J. Nelson. In a 
school like No. 12., with Miss Nelson’s experience and success as a 


teacher, there could be but one result,—a model school.

GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT: Teacher of the Summer Term, 
Mary E. Noyes. An independent school teacher of solid - 
acquirements and no shoddy about her, evidently believing 
in hard work. A few viciously disposed scholars attempted to 
brow-beat the teacher and set her authority at defiance. This, 
perhaps, was caused by influences outside of the school room. 
Nothing disparaging ought to be said of a teacher or school in 
the presence of scholars. The instruction was thorough; no

principle being passed over until fully explained or understood. 
Those scholars who attended the whole term made good and 
thorough progress.
